Carranza agreed with President 
Wilson that Huerta did not represent 
the Mexican natignh, but, on the oth+ 
er hand, feared .the.

tices to the ursurpations of Huerta: 
Carranza described the constitu- 
tionalist successes, saying Huerta was 
slowly being crushed, and that the 
constitutionalists soon would be in 
possession of the Mexican City gov- 
ernment. When they triumped, he 
pointed out, ample reparation would 
be made for all. offenses. In the 
meantime, he wished the United 
States to take no steps which would 
excite the Mexican populace. 
Officials expressed themselves as 
greatly pleased with the promptness 


‘of Rear Admira] Fletcher's forces in 


taking possession of Vera Cruz and 
restoring order there. 

Further steps are uncertain. ‘The 
president has determined that his 
course shall be gradual. No orders 
have been issued to seize thé custom 
house at Tampico. It is the purpose 
of the administration to keep order in 
Vera Cruz and await the full effect 
upon Huerta ofthe first act of re- 
prisal by the American government. 

Secretary Bryan said the status of 
Charge O'Shaughnessy and Charge 
Algara was unchanged, so far ag he 
knew. Charge Algara has had, how- 
ever, notification from his govern- 
ment that he may leave whén he 
deems it advisable. This ig regarded 
as possibly forecasting Huerta’s giv- 
ing passports to O’Shaughnessy. 

Though international lawyers and 
men in congress are not exactly sure 
what the diplomatic relations of the 
United States toward Mexico are— 
whether a “state of war exists” with. 
out a declaration to that effect, or 
whether, as many precedents have 
shown, the present situation is mere- 
ly an act of reprisal “short of war’— 
there is no doubt that relations be- 
tween the Huerta de facto government 
and the United States have been 
broken. 

The United States will not with- 
draw .O’Shaughnessy unless he him- 
Belf reports it advisable to do so, for 
the Washington government. desires 

maintain as long as possible a 
Tepresentative In Mexico City to cate | 
for American interests there. ir.

Prairie Fires First Shot 

The transport Prairie had the honor 
of being the first ship to open fire 
on the Mexitans. This was after a 
big detachment of seamen and ma- 


rines gathered from the different 


ships of Admiral Fletcher’s squadron 
had landed from the Prairie for what 
appeared at the time.to be a blood- 
less invasion. But acting in true Mex- 
ican fashion, the federalists waited till 
the party was well ashore and then 
the firing began. 

From ‘housetops and windows the 
rain of bullets came,down. upon the 
American party, which. quickly. re- 
plied. Then the three-inch guns of 
the navy transport barked out. 

The Mexicans, ‘however, paid 
scant attention to the guns of the 
Prairie, although the aim of the 
American gunners was true to the 
mark. Fighting continued till final- 
ly Rear Admiral Fletcher sent a 
warning that further resistance on 
the part-of the Mexicans would bring 
an attack from the big guns of the 
dreadnoughts. 

This warning wag évidently taken 
as another “bluff,” for from the 
housetops the Mexicans continued to 
shoot at the: American detachment jn 
the streets. 

But their fire was quickly stopped, 
for almost simultaneously four ' great 
guns, truly aimed, spoke. The big 
shells reached their mark and the 

; buildings at which. they were aimed 
went toppling to the street; carrying 
down with them-the men who were 
seeking to defy the authority of the 
United States. This. one volley of 

| the great guns was sufficient. There 
was no more Mexican. firing; and the 
defenders. of Vera Cruz were soon in 
retreat outside of the city, where 
they remain.

That the United States could finance 
® war with Mexico and scarcely feel

The government's finantes are con- 
sidered to be in excellent condition— 
so good in fact, that even the treas- 
ury officials who are in. closest touch 
with the situation have given only 
tentative consideration to the subject 
of providing a war fund. 

It is said no plans for raising money 
yet have been considered, ag current 
appropriations for the navy and the 
army, in view of the officials will be 
sufficient for present needs and as it 
will cost’ no. more to maintain the 
fleet in Mexican waters than in Unit- 
ed States waters. 

in the event of extraordinary ex- 
penses, which would arise naturally 
during a state of war, money could be 
raised, it is pointed out, precisely. as 
it was raised during the Spanish- 
American war, through extraordinary 
taxes. It has been estimated that a 
beer and stamp tax would increase the 
revenues of the government by at 
least $100,000,000 a year.

“Our distinguishing color is rose, and 
therefore we have chosen the rose for 
our anti-suffrage protest. Every man, 
woman and child is urged to wear a rose 
on that day to show disapproval, and we 
shall have on hand a big supply of the 
buds and flowers which will be‘disposed 
of for as little or as much as they'll 
bring. ; 

“The announcement of the list of 
places along the parade route and else- 
where where these roses will be on hand 
will be given out just before the day of 
the suffragists’ parade.”
